Wh»t  l»  . -Social  Position?" 

People  who  belong  to  what  is  oalled 
the  “best  society*’  in  large  towns  or 
'ities,  says  Henry  Childs  Merwin  in 
The  Atlantic,  are  usually  quite  uncon¬ 
scious  of  the  fact  that  soeiety  ia  graded 
Just  as  miDQte.'y  beneath  them  as  it  is 
in  the  plane  with  which  they  are  fa¬ 
miliar.  But,  in  fact,  every  individual 
in  a  complex  society,  down  to  tbe  beggar 
in  the  street  or  tbe  tramp  on  the  high¬ 
way,  has  his  "social  position.”  Th# 
city  missionaries  of  Boston  report,  with 
some  astonishment,  that  a  great  social 
gap  exists  between  the  peanut  vender 
on  the  sidewalk  and  the  peripatetic  or¬ 
gan  grinder  and  that  the  children  of  tbe 
former  are  forbidden  by  their  parents 
to  play  with  the  children  of  the  latter. 
It  is  indeed  asserted,  and  with  consider¬ 
able  truth,  that  mere  wealth  ia  a  pass¬ 
port  to  the  best  society,  but  this  is  less 
true  in  America  than  it  is  in  England 
and  less  true  in  Australia  than  it  is  in 
America. 

The  reason  is  that  in  England  tbe 
best  society  is  a  state  institution  and 
therefore  is  more  sure  of  its  position 
and  can  afford  to  be  less  exclusive — to 
be  more  hospitable  not  only  to  wealth, 
bot  also  to  intellect  and  originality — 
than  is  possible  for  the  corresponding 
class  in  a  democratic  oountry.  More 
over,  even  from  the  most  ariatocratio 
point  of  view,  a  good  reason  can  be 
given  for  accepting  wealth  as  a  substi¬ 
tute  for  birth.  Tbe  fact  that  a  man  has 
made  much  money  implies,  as  a  rule, 
that  both  his  mind  and  his  physical 
strength  are  far  above  the  average. 
From  what  better  stock,  then,  could 
the  best  society  be  recruited?  This,  of 
course,  ia  not  tbe  motive  of  the  rich 
man’s  reception  ip  good  society.  It 
might  better  be  described  as  nature’s 
reason  for  permitting  tbe  anomaly.

Siberu^  Snow  Flower. 

Travelers  in  Liberia  till  of  the  WuU>, 
derful  flower  that  gniws  -  there  and 
which  only  iu  January .  when 

the  winter  is  at  its  height.  The  bloa- 
som  has  something  of  the  characteris¬ 
tic  of  a  morning  glor^,  lasting  ouly 
a  single  day.  The  flower,  whefa  it  opens, 
is  star  shaped  Its  petals  are  of  the  same 
length  as  the  leaves  and  about  half  an 
inch  in  width.  On  the  third  day  the 
extremities  of  the  anthers,  which  are 
five  in'*  number,  show  minute,  glisteu- 
ing  specks,  veritable  vegetable  dia¬ 
monds,  about  the  sue  of  a  pin's  head. 
These  are  the  seed  of  th*1  flower.  A  Rus¬ 
sian  nobleman  named  Anthoskoff  took 
a  number  of  the  seeds  W  Petersburg. 
They,  were  placed  in  a  pot  of  stow  aud 
frozen  v&rth  •  >11  the  coldest  day  of  tbe 
following  January  the  miraculous  flow¬ 
er  burst  through  its  icy  covering  and 
displayed  its  beagties  to  the  wandering 
scientists.  The  plant  has  been  vOry  ap¬ 
propriately  uaiued  “tjjq  snow  flower.  ”
